SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This CD-ROM was submitted to the Office of Film and Literature Classification under 
si 16 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. It contains 
sexually explicit material, presented in a variety of formats, including photographs, 
cartoons, games and stories. The stories present some material that is considered to 
promote and support activities that are proscribed under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. The 
publication is therefore classified as objectionable. 

A number of the stories promote and support the use of violence and coercion to 
compel another person to submit to sexual conduct. The use of violence and coercion 
in this context is presented as an acceptable form of sexual conduct, not least because 
the subjects of such activity (generally women) are repeatedly depicted as coming to 
derive sexual pleasure from this conduct. 

Other stories promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. Young persons, or adults taking on the characteristics of young persons, 
are depicted engaging in sexual conduct, in a way that is intended to sexually arouse 
the reader. Included in these stories are some that depict incest or other abusive 
sexual relationships, including relationships between teacher or counsellor and student. 
The effect of these stories is to present young persons as legitimate partners in adult 
sexual activity. 

In addition, a number of other stories depict the use of urine or excrement in 
association with sexual conduct, or bestiality, in a manner that tends to promote or 
support these activities. 
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
